>'Ir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon 
the  Health  of  your  Sanitary  District  during  the  year  1966. 

TTith  the  exceptions  of  the  years  i960  (which  reflected  a 
decrease  of  210)  and  of  1962  (with  a decrease  of  200)  the  Registrar 
General's  mid-1966  population  estimate  shows  a continuation  of  the  increase 
trend  that  has  been  occuring  ever  since  1954.  The  current  years'  im.provement 
upon  its  prcdcccsor  amounts  to  100  persons  only,  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
ceding years  increase  of  as  much  as  44-0  persons.  No  matter  what  the  5'’oar, 
by  year  fluctuations  may  have  been  in  the  past  twelve  yca.rs  the  point  of 
relevancy  is  that  the  overall  trend  is  an  upward  one,  and  that,  that  trend 
is  not  merely  of  interest  in  a general  way  but  is  of  actual  practical 
importance  in  relation  to  the  planning  of  and  progress  in  the  provision  of,- 
those  public  services  which  are  the  concern  of  any  combined  Sanitary  Discrict- 
Housing  Authority. 

It  is  submitted  that  this  Authority  has  been  acquitting 
itself  well  in  terms  ef  those  provisions  in  at  least  the  last  twelve  years, 
and  no  doubt  fully  intends  to  maintain  that  progress  and  modernisation  as 
circumstances  including  Ministerial  grants,  allox;. 

Mater  Supply  provision  is  made  by  the  centralized  County 
Authority  who  in  this  year  under  roviev;  have  extended  the  mains  mileage 
by  12  and  have  made  pure  xratcr  available  to  an  additional  219  famdlies. 

This  latter  factor  is  not  merely  of  superficial  numerical  interest  but 
must  be  coupled  to  the  fact  that  the  tx;o  major  industries  of  the  District 
arc  both,  of  necessity,  appreciable  water  consumers-,  milk  production  and 
tourism.  It  is  more  than  Just  merely  interesting  to  note  that  the 
per/capita  water  consumption  had  in  txrolvc  months  increased  from  37  to  43 
gallons  and  as  nuch  continues  that  progressive-  trend  that  has  been  taking 
place  for  ten  years.  The  major  significance  of  this  trend  is  in  relation 
to  the  logically  propotionato  amount  o?  sewerage  that  the  Council  must 
plan  for  in  the  size  of  its  future  sovrerage  schemes  Xsrith  particular  emphasis 
upon  treatment  xjorks  capacity  and  water  flow  in  any  streams  or  rivers  used  for 
effluent  p’urposcs  and  controlled  by  the  River  Board. 

Your  Rateable  Value  has  varied  from  £298,751  to  the 
present  £329,922  and  your  Penny  Rate  productivity  on  31st  March,  1967  stood 
at  £1,155  comparing  with  the  earlier  £1,200. 

Of  Rateable  Premises, -dwell ing  houses  have  increased  from 
3,627  to  3,787  and  business  pro.miscs  from  330  to  46I,  whereas  farm  houses 
have  shown  a diminution  by  tvro  premises  to  the  exorrent  total  of  757. 

The  Corrected  Birth  Rato  of  22,71  is  virtually  unchanged 
but  is  aopreciably  higher  than  those  produced  by  Anglesey  (o.s  a xrholc) 

19.5  and  by  England  and  Males  - which  is  17.7.  Yet  again,  the 
significance  of  this  particular  Vital  Statistic  lies  more  in  relation 
to  planning  for  the  futxxre  in  relation  to  accommodation  and  livelihood. 

This  population  increase  (and  its  significance  in  relation 
to  the  futijrc)  should  be  read  in  conjuntion  with  the  Districts' falling 
corrected  Death  rate.  The  respective  rates  for  the  last  three  years 
have  been,  respectively,  1963  - 14.27;  I964  - 12.67;  1965  - 11.37; 
and  1966  - 9. 89.  The  Current  Rate  for  the  Island  as  a vrhole  is  12.2  and 
for  England  and  Males  - 11.7. 


The  table  layia;^  out  the  Causes  of  Death  docs  not  point 
to  any  variations  that  could  reasonably  be  attributable  to  any  changes 
in  environmental  factors  und'-^r  the  control  of  a Sanitary  Authority. 

The  group  of  malignant  dicases  is  virtually  unchanged  as  to  total  numbers 
of  occurences  or  of  sex  grouping.  But  fatalities  due  to  coronary  heart 
disease  have  fallen  from  21  to  13. 

Of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  the  anticipated,  periodic 
epidemic  of  measles  occured  with  10  marked  virulence.  Twfinty  five  eases 
of  intestinal  infection  uoro  reported  during  the  summer.  It  is  most 
pleasing  to  note  that  only  once  was  respiratory  tuberculosis  reported  oven 
though  it  did  occur  in  a child  of  only  seven  years. 

The  General  Medical  Protections  and  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  maintained  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  continued  to  provide 
active  immunisation  services  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whopping  cough 
poliomyelitis  and  tetanus  for  those  membrs  of  the  Public  sufficiently 
self-interested.  And  in  fact  145  primery  s mllpox  vaccinations  vrith  42 
revaccinations  were  co.rried  out,  together  with  185  protections  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  These  figures  should  be  balanced 
against  the  282  births  that  took  place  during  the  year  all  of  whose 
parents  must  be  fully  aware  of  the  availability  of  protective  services  if 
only  the^r  would  care  to  make  use  of  them. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  again  thank  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Assistant  for  their  continuing  all  time 
ready  co-operation  in  this  sphere  and  the  Chairman  and  his  Colleagues  for 
their  courtesy  and  interest.

• , WATER  SUPPLIES 


Duties  under  this  heading  have  been  very  limited  as  the 
responsible  Authority  for  water  supplies  is  the  Anglesey  County 
Council,  However,  the  following  information,  extracted  from  the 
aBiinal  report  of  the  County  Water  Engineer,  will  be  of  interest 
to  members: - 

1 ) .-  Current  daily  consumption  of  water  is  42  gallons  per  head  per 
day,  and  statistics  show  that  :in  the  last  ten  years  a 1 00^ 
increase  in  demand  for  water  has  taken  place. 

2)  . ■*  A total  of  219  additional  premises  within  the  area  were 

connected  to  the  mains  supply  during  the  year  bringing  the 
total  number  of  properties  so  connected  since  1 947  to  2,972. 

3)  . The  total  length  of  water  mains  in  the  district  *as  at  , 

31/12/66  was  125  miles,  mains  ranging  from  1^"  to  21”  diameter, 

4)  . A 9"  diameter  main,  4,600  yards  was  laid  from  Traffwll  t.o 
(,  Rhosneigr.  This  main  will  improve  the  pressures  in  the 

south  west  area  and  deliver  the  additional  supplies  required 
to  meet  the  rising  demand  during  peak  holiday  periods  as  well 
as  providing  an  improved  reliable  supply  to  the  large  rural 
area  south  of  Rhosneigr. 

5)  o A new  covered  service  reservoir  at  Cwim,  Holyhead  was 

completed  and  brought  into  full  use  during  the  year,,  and  :.the 
old  open  reservoir  was  disconnected  from  the  distribution 
system.

It  had  been  expected  that  a sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the 
Cliff  Hotel  and  Garregfawr  areas  of  Trearddur  Bay  would  have  been 
completed  before  the -end  of- the -year -under - reviev^/  but  when  the 
scheme  wa.s  nearing  completion  it  b.ec.ame  apparent  that  it  could 
not  be  taken  over  until  a number  of. .leakages  had  bee.n  located  and 
rectified  by  the  contractors.  As  this  scheme  is  a pumping  one 
it  was  essential  that  no  surface  'water' should  be  allowed  to  enter

In  addition  to  the  above,  ten  Council  House  Estates  are 
provided  with  drainage  schemes,  three  of  these' draining  into 
small  treatment  works  and  the  remainder  into  septic  tank  or 
cesspool'  installations  which  are  cleansed  regularly  hy  the  Council’s 
cesspool  emptier.  . ■ ... 

In  general,  sewerage  schemes"  Operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  hut  in  Trearddur  Bay  a serious  breakdown 
occurred  for  the  second  year  running  in  Pumping  Station  No.  i‘- 
which  became  flooded  with  sewage.  Motors  and  control  panels  had 
to  be  removed  for  cleaning,  overhaul  and  rewiring  and  during  the 
fairly  lengthy  period  the  station'  was  inoperative,'  the  scheme 
was  kept  in  operation  by  portable  pumps,  A scheme  to  replace 
the  two  underground  pumping  stations  in  Trearddur  Bay  is  in  the 
course  of  preparation  and  it  is  hoped  that  its  implementation  will 
not  long  be  delayed,  ' ^ ' 

Sewage  Works  Maintenance  ' 

Complaints  ware  received  during  the‘'year  from  the 
Gwynedd  River  Authority  that  four  of  the  sewage  treatment  works 
were  consistently  producing  poor  standards  of  effluent.  Routine 
maintenance  of  works  was  not  carried  out  as  efficiently  as  I 
would  have  wished  but  in  the  main  this  was  due  to  prolonged 
illness  on  the  part  of  .one  maintenance  employee  or  another. 
Additionally,  despite  the  Council !s  authority  to  appoint  an 
additional  employee . solely  for  maintenance  work  it  was  some  months 
before  one  was  finally  engaged.  Advertisements  for^  the  post 
produced  no  applicants.  . • 


Gwalchmai  Sewerage  Scheme 


At  the  end  of  th^  year,  proposals  were  in  hand  to 
improve  these  works  to  comply  with  the  River  Authority’ s demand 
for  an  improved  standard  of  effluent « Ror  the  past  two  years 
the  standard  has  consistently  complied  with  that  recommended  hy 
the'  Royal  Commission  but  because  of  the  very  low  dilution  factor 
in  the  receiving  stream  which  was  the  only  source  of  animal 
drinking  water  downstream  of  the  works  it  was  felt-  that  a higher 
standard  of  purification  should  be  ‘attained,  ; 

Rhydwyn  and  Llanrhyddlad  Sewerage  Scheme 


It  had  been  hoped  that  progress  on  the  possible 
commencement  of  this  scheme  could  have  been  reported  but  continual 
delays  have  occurred  in  the  preparation!  of  a scheme  to  suit  the 
requirements  of  the  River  Authority  and  engineers  of  the  Welsh 
Office.  The  main  cause  hf  delay  has  been  some  disagreement  on 
■ how 'stringent  an  effluent  standard  should  be  applied.  Householders 
in’both  these  villages  are  eagerly  awaiting  this  much  needed 
service  and  it  is  hoped  that  final  approval  of  a scheme  will  not 
long  be  delayed. 

Sewage  Pollution  of  Foreshores 

There  has  been  yisual  evidence  of  pollution  of  foreshores 
at  certain  stages  of  tide  and  v/ind  direction  in  Rhosneigr  and 
Forth  Gwr  Marw,  In  the  first  instance,  proposals  are  in  hand 
to  improve  the  village  sewerage  scheme  (constructed  in  1924)  by 
constructing  an  additional  tank  sewer  and  extending  the  sea 
outfall.  Forth  Gwr  Marw  is  a small  cove  to  the  south  of 
Ravenspoint  into  which  the  sewage  from  the.  Valley  and  Pour  Mile 
Bridge,  Caergeiliog  and  Gorad  schemes  is  pumped  and  there  has  been 
evidence  of  pollution  on  the  foreshore  at  times  of  low  water. 

■••'■In  both  instances,  proposals  are  in  hand  to  obviate  the 
pollution,-  . ' . . . ••  ; 

Individual  Drainage  Systems 

A total  of  109  private  drainage  systems  , to  serve  new 
and  existing  properties  were  inspected  and  approved  during  the 
year.  . . , 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  , • , 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 

The  general  collection  service  continiied  to  be  maintained 
by  two  vehicles  — both  "Karrier"  dual-tip  with  packer— plates. 

One  of  these  vehicles  was  purchased  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  to  replace  a seven  year  old  "side  loader".  In  accordance  with 
past  practice  the  service  was  augmented  by  a 4 ton  commercial 


vehicle  used  in  the  main  to  serve  caravan  sites,  hotels  and 
boarding  houses,  . ..... 

The  method  and  frequency  of  refuse  collection  throughout 
the  district  remained  unchanged  from  previous  years  and  although 
improvements  in  some  areas  are  required  it  is  felt  that  the  report 
of  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Collection,  due  to  be  published 
shortly,  should  be  considered  before  deciding  on  any  improvement 
scheme.  The  continuing  high  number  of  dwellings  being  completed 
every  year  adds  considerably  to  work  in  this  field. 

Clegir  Mawr  Refuse  Tip 

. L !. 

It  became  necessary  to  construct  a high  fence,  along  the 
roadside  boundary  of  this  tip  to  prevent  papers  being  blown  from  the 
tipping  area  on  to  surrounding  agricultural  land  and  although 
conditions  no  doubt  improved  it  is  felt  that  the  tip  is  being  so 
rapidly  built  up  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  fairly  near  future 
to  give  consideration  to  an  additional  area  of  land  adjacent  to 
the  present  tip. 

The  Council  authorised  the  purchase  of  a large  machine  . 
to  replace  the  Bristol  PoD.44  angledozer  to  facilitate  tip  control. 

Night-Soil  Collection  ...  . ■ • 

Cesspool  Cleansing 

With  the  continuing  number  of  properties  being  provided 
with  water  borne  drainage  systems  the  "number  of  properties 
requiring, a pail  closet  cleansing,  service  had  again  been  reduced 
during  the  year  but  the  demand  for  the  service  of  the  Dennis 
cesspool  emptier  to  cLeanse • septic  tanks  and  cesspools  has, - 
increased.  A total  of  156  such  installations  were  cleansed 
during  the  year  at  the  reques.t  and  expense  of  the  property  owners. 

The  night  soil  service  was  severely  disrupted  during  the 
year  through  the  prolonged  illness  of  the  tanker  attendant  during 
which  time  it  was  hot  possible  to  secure  the  services  of  anyone 
who  was  willing  to  undertake  this  admittedly  unpleasant  work. 

Street  Cleansing 

This  service  was  continued  during  the  year  but  remarks 
made  in  previous  years  on  the  inadequacy  of  the  service  continue 
to  apply.  This  rural  district  is  the  only  one  in  the  county  which 
has  undertaken  this  particular  work  and  although  a portion  of  the 
cost  is  paid  by  the  County  Council  as  Highway  Authority  it  is  felt 
that  a review  of  the  whole  position  especially  with  regard  to 
frequency  of  cleansing  in  certain  areas  is  long  overdue  and  the . 
Anglesey  County  Council  were  approached  with  a view  to  this  service 
being  taken  over  by  that  Authority.  No  final  decision  on  this 
approach  had  been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Foreshores 


Previous  rajiiarks  on  cleansing  of  foreshores  continue  to 
apply.  The  cost  of  this  service,  is  increasing  annually  and 
whereas  up  to  a few  years  ago  the  prohlem  of  litter  on  foreshores 
was  confined  to  three  or  four  of  the  main  beaches  in  the  area  it  . 

has  hy  now  become  widespread  over  the  whole  coastal  area  .inv?3lving 
some  35  miles  of  coastline,  and  any  cleansing  service  in  the  more 
remote  parts  of  the  area,  even  if  staff  were  available  is  difficult 
to  provide. 

As  far  as  this  area  is  concerned  thebe  is  little  doubt  • 
that  expensive  anti-litter  campaigns  have  fallen  on  deaf  ears 
and  spoliation  of  foreshores  by  litter  is  on  the  increase. 

Public  Conveniences  • 

The  number  of  public  conveniences  in  the  district  remained 
at  three,  viz.  Rhosneigr,  Trearddur  Bay  and  Aberffravi/.  Progress 
was  made  on  land  aKguisition  to  erect  conveniences  at  Porthdaf arch 
Beach  and  it  is  expected  that  constructional  work  will  commence 
during  the  next  twelve  months. 

All  conveniences  are  kept  open  throughout  the  year,  although 
in  Aberffraw  it  has  become  necessary  to  lock  entrances  at  the 
end  of  the  day  during  winter  months.  ■ _ 

NUISANCES 


-A  total  of  76  alleged  nuisances  were  reported  and 
investigated  during  the  year  involving  a total  of  1 85  inspections 
and  re-inspections.  All  the  complaints  were'  found  to  be 
justified  and'  all  except  one  were  abated  by  the  end  of  the  year 
either  by  formal  or  informal  procedure.  In  one  case,  where  the 
nuisance,  was  related  to  housing  repair ■ it  became  necessary  to 
apply  to  a local  magistrates  court  for  the  issue  of  Nuisance 
Order  to  compel,  the  owner  t.o  carry  out  work  of  repair  within 
a specified  period.  The  application  was  successful  and  the 
required  v>^ork  was  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  one  nuisance  which  was  not  eliminated  related  to 
one  "of  offensive  odours  arising  from  a recently  established  piggery 
at  Bodwina,  Gwalchmai . Several  complaints  from  occupiers  of 
dwellings  at  Gwalchmai  and  Bodffordd  were  received  and  a number 
of  investigations  revealed  that  the  cause  was'-due  to  the  disposal 
of  slurry  from  the  pig  development  unit  on  to  agricultural  land 
by  means  of  spraying.  Certain  suggestions  to  reduce  or 

eliminate  the  nuisance  were  taken  up  by  the  management  and  these 
in  the  main  related  to  the  addition  of  certain  deodorants  to  the 
slurry  prior  to  pumping  on  to  farm  land.  Towards  the  end  of  the 

year  efforts  to  solve  the  problem  were  continuing.

CARAVAN.  nND  CAMPING  SITES 


No  new  sites  were  licensed  during  the  year  under 
Section  3 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Yict, 

1960,  and  the  total  number  of  licensed  caravan  sites  remained  at 
76  accommodating  from  1 to  1 50  caravans, 

53  additional  caravans  were  permitted  by  endorsement  of 
site  licences  following  increases  granted  by  the  County  Planning 
Authority.  The  total  number  of  caravans  permitted  on  licensed 
sites  increased  from  1 ,t20  to  1 ,173. 

Following  a report  on  conditions  found  on  one  caravan 
site  the  operator  was  summoned  for  an  excess  number  of -caravans 
on  the  site  and  for  permitting  the  erection  of  tents  on  the 
caravan  site  area  whereas  a condition  of  the  site  licence  forbade 
this.  At  the  local  magistrate’s  hearing,  the  operator  was  found 
not  guilty  on  the  first  charge  and  on  the  second  he  was  found  guilty 
and  fined  the  sum  of  £10.  Subsequently,  an  appeal  was  lodged  in 
the  High  Court  and  this  was  unsuccessful..  ...Later  in  the  same  year, 
the  operator  was  found  guilty. on  six  Eharges  ranging  from, an 
excessive  number  of  c§ravans  to  insanitary  conditions  on  the  site. 

General  • . 

Generally,  condition  of  sites  was  satisfactory  but  in 
three  cases  where  complaants  of  unsatisfactory  toilet  facilities 
were  received,  operators  were  instructed  to  take  remedial  measures 
immediately.

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Since  current  legislation  dealing  with  caravans  was 
introduced  in  1 960,  it  has  become  apparent  that  most  of  the 
complaints  which  are  received  from  time  to  time  stem  from- 
caravan  sites  where  the  operators  allow  general  sub-letting  and 
this  practice  tends  to  lower  standards  one  would  wish  to  see  on 
all  siteso

was  taken, ^ It  was  not  necessary  to  report  specific

The  number  of  private  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
area  remained  at  four  and  structural  and  hygienic  conditions  in 

all  four  conformed  to  legal  requirements.  The  slaughterhouses 
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continued  to  be  inspected  periodically  by  a veterinary . officer 
of  the  M.A.FoPo  who,  apart  from  one  or  tvo  very  minor  infringements, 
expressed  satisfaction  at  their  condition. 

In  accordance  with  requirements,  a 1 OC^  meat  inspection 
service  was  maintained  but -only  through  a certain  amount  of  • 
inconvenience  to  inspecting  officers  who  during  the  months  of  June 
to  September  had  to  attend  slaughterhouses  at  night  on  four  and 
sometimes  five  occasions  every  week.  A certain  amount  of  work 
outside  normal  working  houES  is  probably  accepted  by  Public  Health 
Inspectors  but  I feel  that  some  traders  are  taking  advantage  of 
this  willingness  in  expecting  visits  to  slaughterhouses  to  inspect 
meat  as  late  as  10.30  p.m.  Although  the  Council  have  authority 
to  fix  the  hours  during  which  animals  shall  be  slaughtered  it  has  not 
been  found  necessary  to  implement  relative  legislative  provisions 
in  ^jhe  past  but  it  may  well  be  that  unless  one  or  two  operatos 
change  their  slaughtering  policies,  the  Council  may  well  be  asked 
to  consider  controlling  the  hours  of  slaughtering  in  future, 

A total  of  2,804  animals  were  slaughtered  and  inspected' 
during  the  year  compared  with  2,963  in  1965,  nnd  following  is  a 
summary  of  animals  slaughtered  and  carcases  inspected; -
